Under the above t it I**, in the August 
Century, Char!-# Island writes of 
Charlotte Cooper, one of the olde~t 
and most famous ot the Romanies. 
“ Fifty or sixty years ago the gyp­ 
sies in England were a much more re­ 
markable race titan a t present. The 
railway had not come to break up 
their habits, there were hundreds of 
lonely places in dell and dingle where 
they could hatch the tan, or pitch the 
tent, their blood had been little mix­ 
er! with that of the Gorgio or Gentile; 
they spoke their language w ith greater 
purity than at present, and still kept 
their old characteristics unchanged. 
lf t hey had the faults of Arabs, they 
liar! also many of their good qualities. 
lf they stole horses and foraged on 
farmer#, if their women told fortunes, 
I it-#I and sometimes cheated a man 
out of all hi# ready money by pre 
tending to find a treasure in Bis cellar, 
on the other band they were ex­ 
tremely grateful and hornet to those 
who befriended t hem, and manifested 
in many ways a rough manliness which 
partially redeemed their }*<*tty vices. 
They were all, as are many of their 
sons at present, indomitable ‘rough 
riders,’ ‘of the horse horsey,’ and to 
a man boxers, so that many of them 
were distinguished iii the prize-ring, 
the last of these being Jem Mace. At 
this time there prevailed among the 
English Romany a strong, mutual 
faith, a tribal honesty, which was 
limited, but all thestronger for that, 
even as tile arms of a man grow’ 
stronger when he loses the use of his 
legs. They were a people of powerful 
frames, 
passions 
and 
traditional 
principles. Their weak children soon 
died from t Ire hardships of nomadic 
life, the remainder illustrated select ion 
by suffering, and the survival of the 
fittest—to light. 
“With such characteristics 
th e r e 
could not fail among the gypsies many 
striking instances of warm friendship, 
intense love and the fidelity which 
endures even till death. This was 
known of them when little else was 
known beyond their most apparent 
and repulsive traits. 
W a l t e r Scott 
indulged in no romantic license when 
he depicted Hay rad din Mangrabin as 
devoted to (Quentin Durward; even at 
present the incident of a thoughtful 
gilt or any little act of kindness to 
them will lie remembered with a grati­ 
tude out of all proportion to its value, 
nnd go the rounds of all the Romany 
in the Toited States. And therefore 
when men fall in love with women 
there often resulted those instances of 
intense passion and steady faith which 
at the present day are really becom­ 
ing mythical. The gypsy in this, as 
in everyt hing else, has been a continu­ 
ation of tin* middle ages, or of the 
romance era. 
“tnich a passion was inspired more 
than half a century ago by Cooper, 
Ku rn men ro Rom, or fighting gypsy, 
in a girl of his own tribe. 
Her name 
was Charlotte Lee, and it was about 
1830 that I jest ie, the royal acade­ 
mician, led by the fame of her beauty, 
painted the picture, now in New York 
in the possession of her sisier, Miss 
Emma Leslie. The fame of her charms 
st ill survives among her people, and 
when a few days ago. as I write, I was 
talking of Charlotte to some gypsies 
of her kin near Philadelphia, I was 
asked if I meant the Kinkeni; th at is 
the beautiful one.”

Am ong (lift P eruvians and Mayas. 
It is interesting and instructive at 
this time, when the labor question is 
interesting all thoughtful people, to 
take p. backward glance and consider 
for a moment tile social system that 
prevailed on the continent b fore the 
invasion of tile Europeans. 
frhe Peruvians iii South America 
and the Mayas in Central America 
were then the most civilized nations 
and both were communists, though 
the difference between them was great', 
fo.* while under t he rule of the Incas 
the system was compulsory, the May­ 
as adopted this mode of life from in­ 
clination, being asabsolutely free from 
greed of wealth as their unfortunate 
and degraded descendants of to day 
are. 
The Incas ordained th at one-third 
of the land should be dedicated to the 
sun, th at istosay, to the maintenance 
of the temples and priesthood. One- 
third was for all government ex pense#, 
public works, etc., including the sup­ 
port of the royal family, of the army 
and to till the public granaries kept 
for any ca-e of emeigency. The re 
mauling third of the land was divided 
among the people in equal shares, 
and none could by any means what­ 
ever augment their property. A toj<o 
of land was granted to every male 
child, and half ato p o to ev* ry female, 
one topo and a half being considered 
sufficient for the support of a man 
and wife. 
Marring! 
was obligatory 
a t a cen.‘tin age, and a topo or half- 
topo being added to the property at 
the 
birth 
of 
each 
child, 
an 
in* 
of family did not make 
parents dread poverty tor their o:I- 
spring. Once every year the addition­ 
al land was bestowed where rt belong­ 
ed. 
At the death of any individual, 
child or adult, t he property reverted 
to the commonwealth. 'There were ne

the cost being defrayed by the public 
treasury.

'The 
conversation drilled slowly and so 
berly about that past and the mem­ 
ory of him whose life and associations 
ha ve filled it with wonderful play and 
incident. It was the Grant cottage 
where I spent my evening, cordially 
received by Mrs. Grant, and ber eldest 
son, Frederick, who, with his pleasant, 
handsome wife and their healthy, 
merry, romping children, are residing 
in the quiet-looking, simple-appearing 
dwelling, the occupation of which by 
President Grant when living gave to 
t hi * place its earliest renown and made 
it the nation s “summer capital.” 
\N hen I was last here the great 
soldier, and also a greater citizen, 
w as among us, apparently strong, nnd 
evidently hopeful and confident of a 
future of quiet anddignified usefulness. 
lie was honored then by all; yet he 
was never so loved and revered as 
now that he was gone. The nation 
recalls the struggle of the la#t months 
of his eventful life, when he sought to 
clear his name and yet leave those 
lie loved with the means of independ­ 
ence about them. Mrs.Grant is look­ 
ing Aery Avell—still th** strong, m atron­ 
ly woman, and dignified, yet forceful, 
lady t lie American people long since 
learned to respect.

“Templeton”brings out tins reminis­ 
cence in a letter to the Boston Herald: 
Edgar A. Poe was invited to deliver 
a poem in Boston a t an opening of a 
course of lectures—a course, by tho 
way, of which Emerson’s series, pub­ 
lished under the title “Representative 
Men,” formed a 
part. Poe, 
with 
his 
usual 
shiftlessness, 
neglected 
to write this poem, and brought here 
at the last moment one of his youth­ 
ful effusions which he had had several 
years in his portfolio. This was not 
the worst of hi# difficulties, for, a# the 
evening approached, it was doubtful if 
he would be able to appear on tho 
platform at all. He went out to drive 
with some friends in the afternoon, 
foi l (litre he took too much cham­ 
pagne and beearn** very drunk. The 
problem was to sober nim off before 
the evening was reached. 'This was in 
a measure Accomplished by various 
processes, the last of all which was by 
running him up and down an unfre­ 
quented street between two gentlemen 
who volunteered for 
the purpose. 
There was a lecture to be delivered, 
which occupied over an hour, before 
the poem was readied, and by that 
time Poe was in a condition to recite 
it. It was an incoherent affair, and 
the audience listened in amazement, 
a t a lo # to know what it meant. Aft­

Poe was very mad with 
Boston, and braved thething through 
i in a characteristically reckless way.

Stephenson, drawing near to look, 
xvas tilled xvith unspeakable horror. 
There sat the motlier bird, and tinder 
it four tiny little young ones—mother 
and young 
all 
apparently 
dead. 
Stephenson cried aloud, 
lie tenderly 
lifted the exhausted bird from tile 
floor, the worm it had so long and 
bravely struggle*! to bring to its home 
and young still in its beak, and care­ 
fully tried to revive it; but a 1! his 
efforts proved in vain. 
It speedily 
died, and the great man 
mourned 
form ally a d a y . 
At that time the 
force of George Stephenson’s mind was 
changing tile face ot the earth, yet lie 
wept at the sight of this dead family, 
and was deeply grieved because lie 
himself had unconsciously been the 
cause of death.

widely improved bv professional men. 
Sometimes a man’s life in insured in 
behalf of institutions which depend 
on his service.

instance of tiffs kind is found in Gree­ 
ley and the Tribune association, 
i’lie latter, knowing that the death of 
the editor-in-chief would be a serious 
bloxv to the establishment, insured his 
life for their own 
benefit to the 
amount of 
$200,000. When

death of the unfortunate editor oc- 
•tired the Tribune was in financial 
lilliculties, from which the life insur­ 
ance policy afforded relief ami also 
Pliable*! the association to begin the 
construction of the Tribune building.

On Friday last the editor in company 
with I. U. White, Al. Ferris and Charlie 
Smith went to Ada on a chicken hunt. 
Although novices in the business the out­ 
fit were stayers and the party returned 
on Tuesday 
Ike is pretty sun: on a 
long range and tan bring down a bird on 
the borne stretch. 
Al. Ferris is a good 
all ’round customer when the covey is 
down aud 
Charlie Wraith can wing a 
chicken every time, sometime- while for 
ourselves we can shoot a bird at the 
table in elegant shape. Chicken shoot­ 
ing is a fascinating sport in itself and 
has the preference over every other sport, 
the birds being very accommodating and 
arc bunted in pleasant weather. Daylight 
found our party in the grain fields to the 
west of Ada, the crowd being 
com ­ 
posed 
of fourteen hunters and paired 
off in couples on either side of the Wild 
Rice river. The objective point was the 
town of Halsted and the party was to 
meet 12 miles this side for dinner. The ! 
noon hour found all hands on deck and 
the dinner under the trees after a travel 
of twelve railes under the blazing sun 
was partaken of with a relish. 
After 
dinner all bands turned out and at the 
word of command the dogs were in the 
wagon until a likely field was found. 
The dogs were cager for the sport to be­ 
gin, not more so than our crowd though, 
and 
al 
the 
words “ Hunt ’cm up” 
and a wave of command they sprang out 
into the stubble at full speed, two bunt­ 
ers and a dog to each side of the field. 
The dogs work to the center cross,keep on 
to the other edge, return and cross again, 
covering tho field in ever varying and ir- 
regUi«. 
circles. Now 
and then 
one 
pauses and snuffs the wind blow ing down 
the field or turns quickly aside from his 
course and follows up for a few yards an 
old scent in the holies of finding it 
stronger. 
Suddenly one of them, run­ 
ning at full speed in long, clastic bounds 
with cars and tail waving as lie leaps, 
falls flat on his belly as if paralyzed and 
remains motionless as stone. 
Quick as 
is his movements, the other dog has also 
crouched and is pointing at the first dog, 
backing him up with implicit confidence. 
The sagacious animals tarn their heads 
and look back at their masters with in­ 
telligent eyes, as if to say “ Hurry up: 
here they arc!” the hunters move rapidly 
up to the first dog, w ho has not moved 
a muscle except to turn his head aud 
look back, raises slowly to his feet and 
with nose extended steals slowly for; 
ward; his feet arc lifted and put bown 
like paws of velvet. The hunter follows 
carefully behind with guns ready for use. 
Down goes Hie dog as though shot dead 
and this time he docs not dare look back, 
the tremor of Ins body giving warning 
that he dare go no farther without walk­ 
ing into the covey. 
We take one, two 
steps—whiz, whirr, three birds arise— 
two to the left and one to the right, 
Bang, bang, bang; two birds have fallen, 
Neither dog nor hunters stir a step, 
while we arc loading a fourth chicken 
arises and at the discharge of a gun the 
chickens arise on all sides aud the noise 
from the breech-loaders would indicate 
to a man up a tree that a detachment of 
artillery had been turned loose. To a 
novice, as the writer, the sport is wildly 
exciting. 
The intelligent and admirable 
workings of the dogs, the intense excite­ 
ment of moment when the birds are ris­ 
ing with the noise aud speed of a rocket 
from beneath our very feet and the ex­ 
hilaration of a successful shot gives it a 
fascination hard to describe to those who 
have not tried it, A man may be a good 
shot at oilier kinds of birds but he is very 
apt to miss his first lialf-dozcn chickens 
—we found it so and can prove the as­ 
sertion if it is doubted. They rise too 
near you and are apt to look so large that 
you think if you only shoot it is not pos­ 
sible to miss, and a shot without proper 
aim will be the result. 
We were just 
getting into the sport when 
a hard 
show’er came up and we were obliged to 
drive 12 miles in a blinding rain in order 
to get accomodations for the party over 
night. 
But we got there, drenched to 
the skin, and the greater part of Hie 
night was spent in pinning bcd bugs to 
the wall, Al. Ferns after considerable 
practice getting so expert that lie could 
lay on bis hack and whirl his cleaver 
through the air and hit a bug in the mid­ 
dle every time. 
The next day was very 
favorable and on arriving at Ada in the 
the tally 
showed that the party had 
baggedl50 birds, lf you want to go where 
the people treat you well, we recommend 
you to go to Ada in chicken time.

The object of our public school system 
is to give the children between the ages 
of five and twenty-one an education suf­ 
ficient to fit them for the duties of life 
ami citizenship. To accomplish this it is 
necessary to get into the public schools 
the largest number of pupils jm sible, to 
keep them there as long as possible. Our 
efforts in this direction have only met 
with partial success. 
While the percent 
of attendance on the number belonging 
is very high—over 86—the j>er cent, of 
attendance on the number enrolled has 
been about GO. 
This is largely account­ 
ed lor by the changing of our population. 
The large majority of our people are 
J railroad employes, and many during the 
I year are sent to other places, thus rc- 


j moving from our schools a large number 
I of first-class pupils. 
Again, many fam­ 
ilies have removed to farms, which, 
while an actual benefit to the county, is 
a lo1-* to our schools. 
Again many pa­ 
rents fail to realize the necessity of keep­ 
ing their children in school. 
A walk 
through the city while the schools are in 
-cs-''ion reveals the fact that many tx vs 
and girls of school age are neither en­ 
gaged in any useful occupation nor tak­ 
ing advantage of the opportunity to ob­ 
tain an education free of charge. 
The 
people of this city cannot afford to tnus 
l>erniit their children to grow up in ig­ 
norance. Tlie very existence of a flee 
government depends upon an educe bd 
people. Any parent who truly loves bis 
children will, if he be wise, see to it that 
their minds are so broadened by as lib­ 
eral an education as he is able to give 
them, that they will be able to think for 
themselves, to act intelligently in the 
great movements of the times. 
Other 
things being equal the educated man bias 
immense advantages over the uneducat­ 
ed rn in. 
Every parent should have a 
lively personal interest in the welfare of 
our public schools, and in no way can 
he advance the interests of his family 
and the community than by having his 
children of a school age in the school 
every' day in which it is in session, and 
I bv coming himself to visit the schools, 


j not in a fault finding spirit, but with a 
, desire to do all he can to advance the in- 
I tcrests of an institution dear to the 
| hearts of a free people. 
Many children 
fad to receive the full benefit of the 
schools through irregularity of attend- 


j ante. 
A chance for a days’ work, or the 


I opportunity to see a game of base ball, is 
sufficient to cause a large number of ab- 
j scute marks lo appear upon the register, 
I and when the absentee returns, a please 
I excuse is generally laid upon the teach­ 
er's desk. 
The benefit of the day’s reci­ 
tations has been lost, also the instruction 
J for the following topic of study. 
This 
j may appear to be but a small loss, but to 
the pupil who is barely able to keep pace 
I with his class it means failure, and to 
the parent*- disappointment, while to the 
teacher is laid the blame. 
Attention is called to the very large 
numl>cr of cases of tardiness. 
This is 
entirely unnecessary, and if a few parent* 
would give a little attention lo the mat­ 
ter it could be easily remedied. 
An in­ 
quiry as to the cause of the large num­ 
ber of tardiness revealed the fact that a 
majority of the cases were occasioned by 
a few pupils. 
Yet most parents need 
not go from home to find something to 
remedy in this direction. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Parents find it a heavy burden to fur­ 
nish their children with the necessary 
text-books 
The board is trying the ex­ 
periment of furnishing the books to Hie 
pupils at actual cost. 
The plan is to 
place the books in the hands of the pu­ 
pils requiring a deposit of the worth of 
the book. 
When the book has been 
completed, about two-thirds of the sum 
deposited will be refunded if the book is 
not injured more than that caused by rea­ 
sonable wear and tear thereof. 
Ti.is 
plan so far as it has been tried, althorn Ii 
adding greatly to the labor of principal 
and teacher, has proved highly succe s- 
ful. 
COURSE OF STUDY, 
The course of study has been revise d 
and has been arranged for boys and gala 
of average capacity, and our classifica­ 
tion will rest ou this basis. 
This dr ;s 
not exclude the dull or unusually bright 
child. 
There is always room for the one 
below and above for the other; each can 
be accommodated in bis proper placet 
The point of complaint made by many 
that a bright child is kept back and a 
dull one urged beyond his ability, is not 
well taken. The course is flexible, bend­ 
ing upwards or downwards as the case 
may require. 
Promotion may take place 
at any time a pupil is found prepared to 
do the work ol the next grade, and the 
door to the next lower is always open to 
the pupil unable to ii© the work of his 
class. By far the larger number of our 
pupils are fouud to be in the first half of 
our course of study. 
Many drop out of 
school before they have completed the 
first five years work. 
This being the 
case it is very necessary that this class of 
pupils 
shall he taught those things 
which 
shall he most useful to them 
in getting a living and which will assist 
them in doing their duties as citizens. 
With this in view we have tried to suit 
the course to their wants and at the same 
time maintain a high standard of schol­ 
arship for those who are so fortunate as 
to remain to complete the full course. 


I lio n SCHOOL COURSE. 
The course is that adopted by the 
state High School Board, the graduates 
of which will be admitted to the Stale 
University without further examination. 
We urge upon parents the necessity of 
standing by the high school. 
Talk for 
it, work for it, send your sons anil daugh­ 
ters to it. 
The course of study is equal 
to that of any normal school in the state, 
and young people desiring to prepare 
themselves for teaching will find the 
opportunities here unsurpassed. 
Whoa 
any of the regular teachers are absent— 
not an infrequent occurrence—pupils of 
the high schools preparing themselves 
for teachers are placed in charge of the 
schools, and thus become practical teach­ 


ers by the time they have finished their 
course of study. The people of Brainerd 
should build up a school system which 
will he an honor to the city and a bles­ 
sing to their posterity.

A Letter From Rev. Kelly. 
Duluth, Minn., Aug. 18, 1880. 
Editors of the D is p a t c h : 
I said I would write you something of 
Duluth, and that you might print the 
thing or not just as you pleased. 
I had 
intended to visit Brainerd on my way to 
Minneapolis this week as I spend next 
Sunday in that place; but my mind took 
a turn. 
You sec the papers had repeat­ 
edly stated that my watch was found 
there, that your jail bird had thrown it 
away, etc. That Saturday morning the 
whole household where I board had met 
me in the hall with smiles, and the chil­ 
dren shouted “ 3Ir. Kelly, theyv’e found 
your watch.” 
My new’ acquaintances 
at every turn congratulated me, and sev­ 
eral were anxious that I should go to 
Brainerd and do a good work on that 
thief and murderer. 
They wanted me 
togo over there and convert him. 
I 
confess I looked on that undertaking as 
of little promise as far as my personal 
influence would go in it, but I wanted to 
ask that thief how he came to get in 
here, and what lie would have done had 
I w aked up and pitched into him. 
I was 
simply curious to get acquainted with a 
man who hail come so near me in my 
peaceful hours, and who could leave my 
pants in so unsuitable a place as the cen­ 
tre of the parlor floor. 
When I learned 
it was a “ blunder of the papers” your 
man over behind the bars lost interest 
for me. 
I concluded to leave him in the 
care of our old friend of the keys, assur­ 
ed that no violence would be perpetrat­ 
ed upon his moral nature, and that at 
any time through the courtesy of Mr. 
3Icrtz lie would be open to approach 
from any of my esteemed ministerial 
brothers in the city. 
NVell I decided to write you to-day of 
Duluth. 
Cine could not help having a 
pleasant time here of a summer, boating 
privileges and fresh air are so accessible, 
and the people are so hospitable. Doubt­ 
less I should mention the hospitality of 
the people first in my enumeration of 
pleasant features of Duluth. 
I spent a 
day on an excursion to Two Harbors. 
Wednesdays you can go over and return 
for a half dollar, and have three hours 
for picking up agates and getting an 
idea of the mining industry at that point. 
It is a place of some natural beauty and 
worth seeing. 
I carried off some iron 
ore, and the memory of a pleasant day. 
The next day I went with a tug over to 
the Wisconsin side 20 miles down 
the 
south shore. 
It is not so rugged and 
stately as the north shore, ami little o f 
interest attaches to it. 
I spent most of a 
week camping on Minnesota Point. Most 
every one know* that this is a neck of 
land between the lake and the bay form­ 
ing the natural harbor of Duluth. 
It is 
almost 20 rods wide and 7 miles long, 
and covered w ith trees and bushes. You 
can sail down the bay four miles in half 
an hour, and pitch your tent In a beau­ 
tiful spot without looking fur for it. 
Then you have always the lake breeze, 
the cold water of Superior and the warm 
water of the bay near you. 
But I am 
covering too much space with this ac­ 
count of my excursions. 
They say Duluth is booming. 
I sup­ 
pose it is. The old familiar mill is up 
on the extreme end of a dock down there, 
and it is now closed in. 
I met the doc 
tor the day I came, aud he kindly showed 
me around and explained tilt situation 
The Duluth 
storage and forwarding 
company holds forth on the same dock, 
and arc building up a fine business with 
G. G. Hartley as president, and Frank 
Farnham as vice-president. 
They have 
fine offices in the Exchange Building. 
I 
ran against all these mea the same day 
and found them booming Duluth. 
Who 
else is helping along in that lime I don't 
know. 
Mr. Steele, formerly our milk­ 
man holds forth here shipping granite to 
Chicago and building walls of stone from 
bis own quarry. 
It must be that a few 
Brainerd men are booming Duluth, as 
theirs are the visible new industries. 
I think it evident that some men in busi­ 
ness here are not getting rich very rapid­ 
ly, but then there is every mark of 
growth as the result of commerce. 
Eve­ 
ry vessel in the harbor to-day is charter­ 
ed for iron orc, and none are left for 
transportation of wheat. 
It is evidently 
trade that is affecting this place so favor­ 
ably, and Duluth is to be a commercial 
city. 
I find that there is more room on 
this hillside for a city than I had sup­ 
posed, and yet it must take courage to 
blast out this rock and grade this inhos­ 
pitable mountain. 
Courage and skill 
are effecting it, and it will be transform ­ 
ed in a few years no doubt, but as a 
place to live, before Duluth give me 
Brainerd with its rare salubrious climate 
its charming river sweeping around it, 
its gems of all the lakes, aad its clean 
and sweet slopes and surfaces. 
It costs 
nothing to be candid, and I may as well 
say that I shall always be partial to 
Brainerd,and though I have bidden adieu 
to it, shall think every other where in­ 
comparable to it in many things. 
3Iy brothers in the ministry in Duluth 
tell mc they have their hands full and 
more than they can do. 
Doesn't that 
surprise you? 
It's a little loop hole 
through which you can look out on the 
moral landscape. 
Yes, there is lots to 
do, oceans of work. 
I leave Duluth for 3Iinneapolis to­ 
morrow.

ran low in their boilers 
while the fires 
were burning, answered th a t they would 
pum p cold 
water in to the boilers, and

gift or any little act of kindness to 
them will be remembered with a grati­ 
tude out of all proportion to its value, 
and go the rounds of all the R om any 
in the United S tates. 
And therefore 
when men fall in love with women 
there often resulted those instances of 
intense passion and stead y faith which 
at the present d ay are really becom ­ 
ing m ythical. 
The gypsy in this, as 
in everything else, has been a con tinu ­ 
ation of tin* middle ages, or of the 
rom ance era. 
“8uch a passion was inspired more 
than half a century ago by Cooper, 
Kurumenro Rom, or fighting gypsy, 
in a girl of his own tribe. 
Her nam e 
was C harlotte Lee, and it was ab out

m ician, led by the fame of her beauty, 
painted the picture, now in New York

Edgar A. Poe was invited to deliver 
a poem in B oston a t an opening of a 
course of lectures—a course, by thy 
way, of which Em erson’s series, pub­ 
lished under the title “R epresentative 
Men,” formed a 
part. 
Poe, 
with 
his 
usual 
shiftlessness, 
neglected 
to write this poem , and brought here 
at the last moment one of his you th ­ 
ful * ffusions which he had had several 
years in his portfolio. 
T his was not 
the w orst of his difficulties, for. a sth e 
evening approached, it was doubtful if 
he would be able to appear on the 
platform a t all. 
If<* went out to drive 
with som e friends in the afternoon, 
and there he took too much cham ­ 
pagne and beenm*• very drunk. The 
problem was to sober him off before 
the evening was reached. This was in 
a im asure accom plished by various 
proc* - es, the last of all which was by 
running him up and down an unfre­ 
quented street between tw o gentlem en 
who volunteered 
for 
th*- purpose. 
There was a lecture to L- delivered, 
which occupied over an hour, before 
thy poem w as reached, and by th a t 
tim e Poe was in a condition to recite 
it. 
It was an incoherent affair, and 
the audience listened in am azem ent, 
at a lo -s to know what it m eant.

declaim ed the poem with much fe*-ling. 
Tie- n*- ;! morning the papers exposed 
* he sham of his alleged poem, and the 
sta te in which its author had been, 
leaked ou t. 
Poe was verv m ad with 
Ros on, and braved the thing t hrough 
in a characteristically reckless w ay. 
He puhi -lied «an .account of the din­ 
ner a t which he was overcom e am i 
gave the nam es of tho-e who were 
present at it. Mr. Whipple, Mr. Jam es 
T. Fields and others were of the num ­ 
ber. 
N obody blamed them who knew 
t he circum stances, but they did not 
like the n otoriety. 
Mr. W hipple re­ 
marked th a t it was alm ost tlie first 
tim e th a t lie had drank a thimbleful 
of cham pagne in his life.

codfish occasiona 11 y . 
A p atient describes the effect

4 lbs., 
and my figure was of tubby, alderm an- 
ic contour. 
I am now 13 st. 2 lbs. 
My w aist girth was 14 1-2 inches; now 
it is 35 inches. 
I suffered from chronic 
heartburn; I have had none of it for 
fifteen m onths. 
I went in daily fear 
of painful kidney attack; I have not 
had a sym ptom of it since I began t he 
hot water, I sleep better and do both 
my m ental and physical work more 
easily, and in fact, feel a much young­ 
er m an than form erly.”

the birds being very accommodating and | 
are bunted in pleasant w oat her. Daylight 
found our party in the grain fields to the 
west of Ada, the crowd being 
com- I 
posed 
of fourteen hunters and paired I 
off in couples on either side of the Wild 
Bice river. 
The objective point was the 
town of Halsted and the party was to ! 
meet 12 miles tliia side for dinner. 
T h e 
noon hour found all hands on deck and 
the dinner under the trees after a travel 
of twelve miles under the blazing sun 
was partaken of with a relish.

To a 
novice, as the writer, the sport is wildly 
exciting. 
The intelligent and admirable 
workings of the dogs, the intense excite­ 
ment of moment when the birds are ris­ 
ing with the noise aud speed el" a rocket 
from beneath our very feet and the ex- 
hileration of a successful shot gives it a 
fascination hard to describe to those who 
have not tried it, 
A man may be a good 
shot at other kinds of birds but he is very 
apt to miss his first half-dozen chickens 
—we found it so and can prove the as­ 
sertion if it is doubted. 
They rise too 
near you and are apt to look so large that 
you think if you only shoot it is not pos­ 
sible to miss, and a shot w ithout proper 
aim will be the result. 
We were just 
getting into 
the sport 
when 
a hard 
show er came up and we were obliged to 
drive 12 miles in a blinding rain in order 
to get accomodations for the party over 
night. 
But we got there, drenched to 
the skin, and the greater part of the 
night was spent in pinning bed bugs to 
tlie wall, Al. Ferris after considerable 
practice getting so expert that lie could 
lay on his hack and whirl his cleaver 
through the air and hit a bug in the m id­ 
dle every time. 
The next day was very 
favorable and on arriving at Ada in the 
the tally 
showed that the party had 
bagged 150 birds. If you w ant to go where 
the people treat you well, we recommend 
i you to go to Ada in chicken time.

The object of our public school system 
is to give the children between the ages 
of live and twenty-one an education suf­ 
ficient to fit them for the duties of life 
and citizenship. To accomplish this it is 
necessary to get into the public schools 
the largest number of pupils jiossiblc, to 
keep them there as long as possible. Our 
efforts in this direction have only met 
with partial success. 
While the percent 
of attendance on the number belonging 
u very high—over 86—the j>er cent, of 
attendance on tlie number enrolled has 
been about CO. 
This is largely account­ 
ed lor by the Changing of our population. 
The large majority of our people are 
railroad employes, and many during the 
year are sent to other places, thus re­ 
moving from our schools a large number 
of first-class pupils. 
Again, many fam­ 
ilies have removed to 
farms, whi< h, 
while an actual benefit to the county, is 
a loss to our schools. 
Again man} pa­ 
rents fail to realize the necessity of kc< p- 
mg their children in school. 
A walk 
through the city while the schools are in 
session reveals the fact that many tx-v* 
and girls of school age are neither » n- 
gaged In any useful occupation nor ta k ­ 
ing advantage of the opportunity to ob­ 
tain an education free of charge. 
The 
people of this city cannot afford to tnus 
permit their children to grow up in ig­ 
norance. 
The very existence of a Lee 
government depeuds upou an cdu .. id 
people. 
Any parent who truly loves ’us 
children will, if he be wise, see to it that 
their minds are so broadened by as lib­ 
eral an education as lie is able to gtye 
them, that they will he able to think for 
themselves, to act intelligently in the 
great movements of the times. 
Other 
things being equal the educated man h.iS 
immense advantages over the uneducat­ 
ed man. 
Every parent should have a 
lively personal interest in the welfare of 
our public schools, and in no way can 
he advance the interests of his family 
and the community than by having his 
children of a school age in the school 
eyery day in which it is in scssloo, and 
by coming himself to visit the schools, 
not in a fault finding spirit, but with a 
desire to do all lie can to advance the in­ 
terests of an institution dear 
to the 
hearts of a free people. 
Many children 
fail to receive the full benefit of the 
schools through irregularity of atten d ­ 
ance. 
A chance for a days’ work, or the 
opportunity to see a game of base ball, is 
sufficient to cause a large n u m 'e r of ab­ 
sence marks to appear upon the register, 
anil when the absentee returns, a please 
excuse is generally laid upon the teach­ 
er's desk. 
The benefit of the day's reci­ 
tations has been lost, also the instruction 
for the following topic of study. 
This 
may appear to be but a small loss, but to 
the pupil who is barely able to keep pace 
with his class it means failure, and to 
the parents disappointment, while to the 
teacher is laid the blame. 
Attention is called to the very large 
num ber of cases of tardiness. 
This is 
entirely unnecessary, and if a few parents 
would give a little attention to the mat­ 
ter it could be easily remedied. 
An in­ 
quiry as to the cause of the large num ­ 
ber of tardiness revealed the fact that a 
majority of the cases were occasioned by 
a few pupils. 
Yet most parents need 
not go from home to find something to 
remedy in this direction. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Barents find it a heavy burden to fur­ 
nish their children with the necessary 
text-books 
The board is trying the ex­ 
periment of furnishing the books to the 
pupils at actual cost. 
The plan is to 
place the books in the hands of the pu­ 
pils requiring a deposit of the w orth of 
the book. 
W hen 
the 
book has be< n 
completed, about two-thirds of the sum 
deposited will be refunded if the book is 
not injured more than that caused by rea­ 
sonable wear and tear thereof. 
This 
plan so far as it has been tried, although 
adding greatly to the labor of principal 
and teacher, has proved highly succe s- 
ful. 
COURSE OF STUDY, 


The course of study lias been revised 
and lias been arranged for boys and go is 
of average capacity, and our classifica­ 
tion will rest on this basis. 
This dr :s 
not exclude the dull or unusually bright 
child. 
There is always room for the one 
below and above for the other; each can 
be accommodated in liis proper placet 
The point of complaint made by many 
that a bright child is kept back and a 
dull one urged beyond his ability, is not 
well taken. 
The course is flexible, bend­ 
ing upwards or downwards as the case 
may require. 
Promotion may take place 
at any time a pupil is found prepared to 
do the work ol the next grade, and the 
door to the next lower is always open to 
the pupil unable to d© the work of his 
class. 
By far the larger number of our 
pupils are found to be in the first half of 
our course of study. 
Many drop out of 
school before they have completed the 
first live years work. 
This being the 
case it is very necessary that this class of 
pupils 
shall he 
taught those things 
which 
shall be most useful to them 
in getting a living and which will assist 
them m doing their duties as citizens. 
W ith this in view we have tried to suit 
the course to their wants and at the same 
time maintain a high standard of schol­ 
arship for those who are so fortunate as 
to remain to complete the full course. 


IIIOH SCHOOL, c o u r s e . 


The course 
is that adopted by the 
state High School Board, the graduates 
of which will be adm itted to the State 
University without further examination. 
We urge upon parents the necessity of 
standing by the high school. 
Talk for 
it, work for it, send your sons aud daugh­ 
ters to it. 
The course of study is equal 
to that of any normal school in the state, 
and young people desiring to prepare 
themselves for teaching will find tlie 
opportunities here unsurpassed. 
Whoa 
any of the regular teachers are absent— 
uot an infrequent occurrence—pupils of 
the high schools preparing themselves 
for teachers are placed in charge of the 
schools, and thus become practical teach­ 


ers by the time they have finished their 
course of study. 
The people of Brainerd 
should build up a school system which 
will he an honor to the city and a bles­ 
sing to their posterity.

A Letter From Rev. Kelly. 
Duluth, Minn., Aug. 18, 1880. 
Editors o f the D ispa t c h : 
I said I would write you something of 
Duluth, and that you might print the 
thing or not just as you pleased. 
I had 
intended to visit Brainerd on my w ay to 
Minneapolis this week as I spend next 
Sunday in that place; but my mind took 
a turn. 
You see the papers had repeat­ 
edly stated that my watch was found 
there, that your jail bird had thrown it 
away, etc. T hat Saturday morning the 
whole household where I board had met 
me in the hall with smiles, and the chil­ 
dren shouted “ Mr. Kelly, theyv’e found 
your w atch." 
My new- acquaintances 
at every turn congratulated me, and sev­ 
eral were anxious that I should go to 
Brainerd and do a good work on that 
thief and murderer. 
They wanted me 
to go over there and convert him. 
I 
confess I looked on that undertaking as 
of little promise as far as my personal 
influence would go in it, but I wanted to 
ask that thief how he carne to get in 
here, and what he w-ould have done had 
I w aked up and pitched into him. 
I was 
simpiy curious to get acquainted with a 
man who had come so near me in my 
peaceful hours, and who could leave my 
pants in so unsuitable a place as the cen­ 
tre of the parlor floor. 
When I learned 
it was a “ blunder of the papers" your 
man over behind the bars lost interest 
for me. 
I conclnded to leave him in the 
care of our old friend of the keys, assur­ 
ed that no violence would be perpetrat­ 
ed upon his moral nature, and that at 
any time through the courtesy of Mr. 
Mertz lie would be open to approach 
from any of my esteemed ministerial 
brothers in the city. 
Well I decided to write you to-day of 
Duluth. 
One could not help having a 
pleasant time here of a summer, boating 
privileges and fresh air are so accessible, 
and the people are so hospitable. Doubt­ 
less I should mention the hospitality of 
the people first in my enumeration of 
pleasant features of Duluth. 
I spent a 
day on an excursion to Two Harbors. 
Wednesdays you can go over and return 
for a half dollar, and have three hours 
for picking up agates and getting an 
idea of the mining industry al that point. 
It is a place of some natural beauty and 
worth seeing. 
I carried off some iron 
ore, and the memory of a pleasant day. 
The next day I went with a tug over to 
the Wisconsin side 20 miles down 
the 
south shore. 
It is not so rugged and 
stately as the north shore, and little o f 
interest attaches to it. 
I spent most of a 
week camping on Minnesota Point. Most 
every one knows that this is a neck of 
land between the lake and the bay form ­ 
ing the natural harbor of Duluth. 
It is 
almost 20 rods wide and 7 miles long, 
and covered with trees and bushes. You 
can sail dow n the bay four miles in half 
an hour, and pitch your teat In a beau­ 
tiful spot without 
looking fur for it. 
Then you have always the lake breeze, 
the cold water of Superior and the warm 
water of the bay near you. 
But I am 
covering too much space with this ac­ 
count of my excurftious. 
They say D uluth is booming. 
I su p ­ 
pose it is. 
The old familiar mill Is up 
on the extreme end of a dock down there, 
and it is now closed in. 
I met the d o c­ 
tor the day I came, aud he kindly showed 
me around and explained tirt situation. 
The Duluth 
storage and forwarding 
company holds forth on the same dock, 
and are building up a fine business with 
G. G. Hartley as president, and Frank 
Farnham as vice-president. 
They have 
fine offices in the Exchange Building. 
1 
ran against all these men the same day 
and found them booming Duluth. 
W ho 
else is helping along m that liac I don't 
know. 
Jlr. Steele, formerly our milk­ 
man holds forth here shipping granite to 
Chicago and building walls of stone from 
his own quarry. 
It must be that a few 
Brainerd men are booming Duluth, as 
theirs arc 
the visible new industries. 
I think it evident that some men in busi­ 
ness here arc not getting rich very rapid­ 
ly, but then there is every m ark of 
growth as the result of commerce. 
Eve­ 
ry vessel in the harbor to-day is charter­ 
ed for iron ore, and none are left for 
transportation of wheat. 
It is evidently 
trade that is affecting this place so favor­ 
ably, and Duluth is to be a commercial 
city. 
I find that there is more room on 
this hillside for a city than I had s u p ­ 
posed, and yet it m ust take courage to 
blast out this rock and grade this inhos­ 
pitable mountain. 
Courage and skill 
are effecting it, and it will be transform ­ 
ed in a few years no doubt, but as a 
place to live, before Duluth give me 
Brainerd with its rare salubrious climate 
its charming river sweeping around it, 
its gems of all the lakes, and its clean 
and sweet slopes and surfaces. 
It costs 
nothing to be candid, and I may as well 
say that I shall always be partial to 
Brainerd,and though I have bidden adieu 
to it, shall think every other where in­ 
comparable to it in many things. 
My brothers in the ministry in D uluth 
tell me they have their hamls full and 
more than they can do. 
Doesn't that 
surprise you? 
I t ’s a little loop hole 
through which you can look out on the 
moral landscape. 
Yes, there is lots to 
do, oceans of work. 
I leave Duluth for Minneapolis to­ 
morrow.
